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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL,

SiR, 
The year 1879 was a calamitous one for Scotland. The City of Glas- 


gow Bank collapsed during the autumn of 1878, spreading dire destruction 
over the country at large. Trade was bad, at least during the early part 
of the year, and the harvest one of the worst on record, while the seasons 
themselves were marked for their continued low mean temperature and 
inclemency of weather. Asa result of these circumstances, the marriage- 
rate was much affected, and considerably below the average, as also that 
of the births ; while, on the other hand, the death-rate was remarkably low— 
in fact, the mortality during the year is the lowest for many. 





POPULATION. 


In the present Detailed Annual Report for 1879, the estimates of popu- 
lation are obtained from the Census enumerations of 1881, and in Table I.

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estimated population, or 3°4301 per cent., which is under the average rate 
of the last ten years commencing with 1869. 

In the Large Towns there were registered 15896 births, constituting a 
birth-rate in this group of districts of 3°738 per cent. In the Eight Principal 
Towns, 43613 recorded births showed an annual rate of 3°694 per cent. 
In the Small Towns there were 30048 births, being at the annual rate of 
3°517 per cent. In the Mainland-Rural districts, the births were 32886, 
being at the rate of 3:060 per cent. In the districts of the Insular-Rural 
croup, there were 2387 births, showing a birth-rate of 2516 per cent. In 
all Scotland there were registered 10727 illegitimate births, which con- 
stituted 8°53 per cent. of all recorded births during 1879, a slight increase 
upon those in 1877 and 1878. In Tables Va. and V0. will be found the 
usual information as to the amount of illegitimacy in each of the Eight 
Principal Towns of Scotland, and in each of its five registration groups, as 
well as in the two counties of Banff and Wigtown. In the occasional 
Table Vb. we find the proportion of illegitimate births to the estimated 
numbers of unmarried and widowed females, living in each locality at ages 
between 15 and 46. 

125730 live births were registered in Scotland during 1879, of which 
64346 were males and 61384 females. There were accordingly, for every 
hundred female live births, 104°8 male births. The proportion among the 
legitimate births alone was 104°0 males to every hundred females; while 
among the illegitimate alone, the proportion was 107-2 male to every 
hundred female children born. 

In England, during the same year, there were registered for every

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hundred female live births, 103'6 males; among the legitimate alone, the 
males were 104°1 to every hundred females, and the illegitimate 102°3 
to 100. 

In all Scotland there were registered during 1879, the births of 125730 
live children; of these, 1452 were twin births, and 20 triplet births. Hence 
the number of mothers who, during the year, bore live children was 
125730—1452—40=124238. Of these mothers one in every 85°5 bore 
twins, and one in every 6211°9 bore triplets. 

Regarding still births in Scotland, no returns are made to the Registrar- 
General, and consequently no information as to them can be given in this 
Report.

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years immediately preceding was 0°7265 per cent. The diminution in 
the number of marriages is found to occur in each of the five divisions 
into which Scotland is divided, and all points to that continued state 
of depression in agriculture and trade which our country is at present 
(1879) struggling against. The number of irregular marriages which took 
place during 1879 was 326, or 62 fewer than during 1878, being at the 
rate of 1°38 per cent. of the total number of marriages; and it is not at all 
probable that these numbers are in error, at least to any appreciable extent, 
owing to the non-registration of any such. 

From the Forty-second Annual Report of the Registrar-General for 
England, it is found that the marriage-rate had been falling in the sister 
kingdom year by year since 1873. In that year it amounted to ‘88 per 
cent. of the population, but in 1879 it was only ‘723 per cent.; lower than 
in any previously recorded year.

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Giving, as in the last Detailed Report, Dr. Farr’s method of estimatiug 
the fertility of marriages, we find that in Scotland during 1879, the 
registered legitimate births amounted to 115003, that in 1873 there were 
26748 marriages, and that the average fertility of marriages has accordingly 
been 115903 =4:29. ' 

In England the registered legitimate births in 1879 were 838200: 
the registered marriages were 205615 in 1873; consequently the average 
fertility of marriages was $38299—4:07, being as usual somewhat below 
the number representing the similar condition in Scotland. 

While the marriage-rate in all Scotland is 0°6416 per hundred of the 
population, we find on comparing the rate in the five groups into which 
Scotland is divided, that the highest marriage-rate (0°804 per cent.) was 
recorded in the Eight Principal Towns; in the Large Towns, it was 0°654; 
in the Small Towns, 0°596; in the Mainland-Rural, 0°518; and in the 
Insular-Rural 0:446. : : 

In each of these groups the marriage-rate of 1879 was lower than 
that of 1878, and with the exception of the Insular-Rural district, less 
than for a long series of years. 

In Tables X., XI., and XII. are presented all the usual details regarding 
the marriages that took place in Scotland, and in each of its registration 
eroups of districts during the year now under review. The last column of 
Table Va. shows that the highest marriage-rate prevailed in Edinburgh 
(0°891 per cent.), and next in Glasgow (0°821 per cent.); whilst it was 
lowest in Paisley, only reaching there 0°691 per cent. 

From Table XII. it is gathered that 1:38 per cent. of the marriages 
registered in Scotland during 1879 were irregular, z.c. without previous 
proclamation or ministerial assistance. In England during the same year, 
11:9 per cent. of all registered marriages took place in the Superintendent- 
Registrars’ Offices, and without record of any religious ceremony. 

Of the total marriages in Scotland, 98°62 per cent. were regular. 
Ministers of the Established Church performed 45°68 per cent. of the 
whole; 22°59 were performed by clergymen of the Free Church; 12:24 per 
cent. by those of the United Presbyterian Church; 9°23 per cent. by priests 
of the Romish Church; 2°78 per cent. by clergymen of the Episcopal 
‘Church ; 6°02 per cent. according to the rites of various denominations 
unnecessary to enumerate ; and 0:08 per cent. according to the customs of . 
denominations not specified to the registrars.

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By adding up the second column of Table XII. and dividing by 25, it is 
ascertained that of every hundred marriages celebrated in Scotland during 
the period from 1855 to 1879, 45:24 on an average were performed by the 
clergy of the Established Church of Scotland, and that during this series of 
years the deviations from this annual proportion have been quite trifling. 

From Table XIII. it appears that of 23519 men, whose marriages were 
registered in Scotland during 1879, 1797, or 7°6 per cent., were under 21

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years of age. The ages of nine men were unrecorded. Of the females 
married during the year, the ages of eight were unknown to the registrars ; 
5188, or fully 22:0 per cent., were under 21 years of age on entering the 
married state, while 27 were aged 60 years or more. In the Small Towns, 
one girl was under 15 years at time of marriage. 

Marriages to the number of 19915, or 84:67 per cent. of all those recorded, 
took place between bachelors and spinsters ; in 2083 instances, or in 8°85_ 
per cent. of all marriages, widowers married spinsters ; in 782 cases, or in 
3°32 per cent. of all matrimonial alliances, bachelors espoused widows ; and 
in 725 instances, or 3:08 per cent. of the total marriages, widowers were 
united to widows. 

On examining Table X VIII. we find that of those who entered into the 
holy bonds of matrimony during the year 1879, a greater percentage of both 
men and women from the whole of Scotland signed the register by “ mark ” 
than in the previous year, although in some districts, as the Insular-Rural, 
there was an improvement, among the men at least. The counties of Ross 
and Cromarty and Inverness again head the list as regards the numbers 
using the mark instead of signature on such occasions, but in a smaller 
proportion than formerly, proving that the Education Act is gradually tell- 
ing upon the inhabitants of those somewhat out-of-the-way districts. Of 
the men who married in Dumbarton and Renfrewshires, 12 per cent. or 
more signed in a similar manner, while in fifteen counties a like proportion 
of brides resorted to the same expedient.

763 per cent. signed the register by the use of “mark,” while of the 
women who were married, 15°31 per cent. acted in a similar manner. In 
1867, the proportion of bridegrooms that used the “mark” was 10°59 per 
cent. ; the proportion of brides 20°73 per cent. These figures illustrate the 
development of elementary edugation in Scotland during the twelve years 
terminating with 1879, although, for some reason, it would appear that dur- 
ing the present year there has ‘been a slight falling off from the proportions 
found in Table XVIII. of last year.

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In the two last lines of Table XVIII. will be found figures relative to 
populations of Edinburgh and Glasgow. Here we find that the state of 
education, as signified by the’ numbers signing their names at marriage, is 
in a more advanced state in the former than in the latter town, and which 
may be explained, as Dr Robertson pointed out in his Report for last year, 
by the great and continued influx of Irish immigrants into Glasgow seeking 
for employment, most of whom are, it is well known, perfectly unable to 
read and especially to write.

DEATHS. 


There were 73347 deaths registered in all Scotland during the year 
1879, being at the rate of 200°1 for every ten thousand of estimated 
population. During the ten years immediately preceding, the death-rate 
of all Scotland was 220°9 per ten thousand; consequently it appears that 
the mortality of the year under review has been the lowest on record for 
the last 22 years. 

In England (according to the Registrar-General’s Annual Report, 
p. xx.) the rate of mortality in 1879 was 209 per ten thousand of estimated 
population, and only upon four oceasions, he states, has it been so low, viz., 
in 1845, when it was also 209; in 1850, when it was 208; in 1856, when 
it was 205; and in 1877, when it was 204, and the lowest on record. 

The mortality of the five registration groups into which we regard 
Scotland as divided for statistical purposes, was as follows:—In the Eight 
Principal Towns, there were 27144 deaths, showing an annual death-rate 
of about 230 for every ten thousand inhabitants; in the Large Towns, the 
deaths were 9433, being equivalent to a death-rate of about 222 per ten 
thousand ; in the Small Towns, 16562 deaths, or 194 per ten thousand ; in 
in the Mainland-Rural, 18039 deaths, or 167 per ten thousand ; and in the 
Insular-Rural districts, 2169, or 165 deaths per ten thousand estimated 
population. 

From Table XXIJ. we find that in Paisley, the deaths are at the rate 
of 2°75 per cent. of the estimated population; in Glasgow, the death-rate 
was 2°46 per cent.; in Greenock, 2°36 per cent. ; in Dundee, 2:29; in Perth, 
2°20 ; in Aberdeen, 2:09; in Edinburgh, 1:99; and in Leith, 1:98 per cent.

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estimates of male and female population given in Table IL, it may be 
calculated, that the deaths per thousand of the inhabitants of all Scotland 
were 20°59 for every thousand males, and 19°47 for every thousand 
females. Table XX. shows that, as usual, there was a preponderance 
of male mortality in every one of the registration groups, except in the 
Insular-Rural, where the female deaths were slightly in excess of the male, 
and that such preponderance was more conspicuous in the Principal and 
Large Towns than elsewhere. 

The percentage of deaths to estimated population at each of seventeen 
periods of life is shown in Table XXIV. for males and females separately, 
for Scotland, as also for each of its five registration groups. 

For males under 1 year, the mortality is 13:480 for every hundred of 
population, that for females being 11:104. The mortality at this early 
age was most marked in the Principal Towns, where males died at the 
rate of 15°819, and females at the rate of 13°854 per cent. The numbers 
gradually fall in the Large Towns, Small Towns, and Mainland-Rural 
districts, until in the Insular-Rural we find them at a minimum, the 
male deaths being 9°045 and the females 8511 per cent. In the latter 
group, however, we find the percentage of female deaths under 1 year of 
age slightly to exceed those of the same sex in the Mainland-Rural 
districts. 

During the second year of life, the mortality was also highest in the 
Principal Town group, gradually falling as the density of the population 
become less. Thus, in the Principal Towns, while the male deaths were 
8846 per cent., in the Insular-Rural districts they were only 2°811 per 
cent.; the female mortality being in a lke proportion. 

Of the children who died during the third year of life, we find that

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the female mortality exceeded that of the male in the Large Towns, Small 
Towns, and Mainland-Rural districts; in the other two groups the male 
deaths exceeded those of the females. 

During the fourth and fifth years, the mortality was still highest, both 
in the case of male and female deaths, in the Principal Towns, but the 
percentage of deaths among female children, during the fourth year of life, 
exceeded that of the male in the Small Towns, Mainland-Rural and 
Insular-Rural districts ; whilst of those occurring during the fifth year of 
life, in all the registration districts, the percentage of female deaths was 
greater than that of males. | 

Between the ages of 5 and 10 years, the mortality was still highest in 
the Principal Towns, although not much behind in the Small Towns. In 
the Mainland-Rural and Insular-Rural groups, the female mortality ex- 
ceeded that of the males. 

At ages between 10 and 15, in all the districts the female mortality 
was greater than the male. From 15 to 20, in all, with the exception of

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the Insular-Rural group, the female deaths outnumbered those of the male 
per hundred of population. 

Between 20 and 30, the male mortality is greater than the female, in 
the Small Towns, Mainland-Rural, and Insular-Rural districts; whilst the 
reverse occurs in the Principal and Large Towns, 

At all ages above 30, the proportion of male deaths preponderates over 
those among females, excepting in the case of the Large Towns and 
Insular-Rural groups, where, at ages between 30 and 40, the reverse occurs 
to a slight extent, as also again between the ages of 50 and 60. 

Any other deviation from the above need hardly be regarded, as the 
numbers of deaths are barely sufficient to found a comparison of mortality 
rates upon. 

In Table X XV. will be found the percentage of deaths at each age, to 
the total deaths at all ages, of males and females in all Scotland, and in 
each of its registration groups, during 1879. 36°8 per cent. of the whole 
male mortality in Scotland occurred in the persons of children under 5 
years of age, and 31:07 per cent. of the total female mortality took place at 
the same early age.

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example of the fact that the denser the population, the greater the mor- 
tality during infant life. 

The following details are interesting in relation to the subject of 
longevity in Scotland. During 1879, of every hundred females that died, 
20°30 were aged 70 years or upwards. In the Insular-Rural districts, 39°13 
females out of every hundred that died, had reached threescore and ten; 
in the Mainland-Rural districts, 31:22 per cent. of the female deaths were 
at this ripe old age; in the Small Towns, the rate was 21°47 per cent.; in 
the Large Towns, 16°48 per cent.; and in the Principal Towns, 12:09 per 
cent. These numbers clearly point to the connection which exists between 
density or “ proximity ” of population, and its effects upon the longevity of 
those forming part of the various communities, as they are large or small.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 


In this, as in the last two Detailed Annual Reports, the system of nomen- 
clature of disease, as long used by Dr. Farr in the Reports of the Registrar- 
General for England, is adhered to. 

The number of deaths registered in all Scotland during the year 1879 
was 73347; but in 1262 cases “the causes of death were either unknown to 
the informants, or so stated to the registrars as to be useless for statistical 
purposes. Thus, about 1°7 per cent. of all registered deaths were not 
referred to any specified cause. This in Scotland is almost unavoidable, as 
in some out-of-the-way districts the registrar has to be satisfied with the 
report of a friend or relative as to the cause of death, there being no medical 
man near to whom to apply, either to see the patient during life or to certify 
as to the cause of death. It is also more than possible that some of the 
deaths attributed to “violence,” “accident,” &c., may be suicidal; but no 
registrar would take upon himself the responsibility of stating them as such. 

During 1879, the deaths registered in all Scotland as due to Zymotic 
diseases were 10447, being 290 for every hundred thousand of estimated 
population, and 14°59 per cent. of all registered deaths. The incidence of 
such diseases was most marked in the Large Towns, but even in these, as 
in the other four registration groups, the numbers are much below those 
of the previous year. 

In Table XXXII. the deaths from the chief Zymotic diseases; and from 
all other causes, are so arranged as to exhibit the mortality due to each, 
during five successive periods of life. Out of every hundred deaths from 
Zymotic diseases, 61°9 occurred during the first five years of life, 72°9 
during the first ten years, 3°1 at ages between 10 and 15, 15:8 between 15 
and 60, and 8-2 at ages over 60. 

Hooping-cough, of all the Zymotic diseases, was the most fatal to children 
under 5 years of age, of whom at this early period of life 2361 died, being 
95:1 per cent. of the total mortality at all ages ascribed to this cause. 
Scarlet Fever proved fatal in 1592 cases, and 984 or 61°8 per cent. of these 
deaths occurred at ages under 5 years. There were 862 deaths attributed 
to Diphtheria, and of these 544, or 63-1 per cent., occurred during the first 
period of life, embraced in Table XX XII. Measles proved fatal in 769 cases, 
of which 688, or 89°5 per cent., took place during the first five years of life. 
Of the 728 cases due to Croup, 630, or 86°6 per cent., occurred at the same 
early age. Of Diarrhcea, Dysentery, and Cholera, there were in all 1561 
deaths, 925, or 59-2 per cent., of these being among children under 5 years 
of age. From Syphilis, 225 deaths occurred, and 186, or 82:7 per cent., 
of these were registered at ages under 5 years. Continued Fevers caused 
1361 deaths in all Scotland during the year, being at the very moderate 
rate of 37 to every hundred thousand of estimated population. In every 
one of the five registration groups, Typhoid or Enteric Fever was far more 
frequent than any of the others, and most so in the Small Towns and 
Mainland-Rural districts. The total number of deaths from these Fevers 
was, Typhus 210, Typhoid 1013, Relapsing 5, and Simple Continued 133. 
‘We find that 15-4 per cent. of the deaths from Fevers of all kinds took 
place at ages below 5 years, 15°7 per cent. between the ages of 5 and 10 
years, 8°7 per cent. between 10 and 15 years of age, 53:2 per cent. between 
15 and 60, and 7-0 per cent. among those of 60 and upwards. 

Out of every hundred thousand persons inhabiting the Large Towns of 
Scotland, there died of Miasmatic diseases, 359; while in the Principal 
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Towns the rate was 327; in the Small Towns, 312; in the Mainland-Rural 
districts, 215; and in the Insular-Rural group, 195. In the whole of 
Scotland the rate was 290 per hundred thousand.

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769 cases, or 21 in every hundred thousand of population, very considerably 
below the average for some years. The deaths ascribed as due to Diphtheria 
numbered 862, or 24 per hundred thousand of population; and those to 
Croup, 728, or 20 per hundred thousand inhabitants. Diarrhoea caused 1325 
deaths, or at the rate of 37 out of every hundred thousand estimated popu- 
lation. 

In Tables XXX. and XXXI. is found how the mortality of the Eight 
Principal Towns was caused by various diseases, and we would note more 
especially the share which the principal Zymotics had in each town. 

1. In Paisley, 488 out of every hundred thousand inhabitants suc- 
cumbed to Zymotic diseases. Of these Scarlatina was the most fatal, 107 
deaths being from it. Measles stands ‘next, with 90, and Hooping-cough, 
Fevers, and ‘Diarrhea, follow in diminishing ¢ proportions. 

2. In Perth, 384 deaths per hundred thousand occurred from Zymotics. 
Hooping-cough stands pre-eminently forward as a cause of this mortality, 
178 deaths occurring from it. Measles and Diarrhoea follow, 48 deaths 
being ascribed to each.

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3. In Glasgow, the deaths from Zymotic causes were 348 per hundred 
thousand inhabitants. Hooping-cough was the most fatal epidemic, causing 
102 deaths, Scarlet Fever 50, Fever and Diarrhcea less, but quite appreciable 
numbers. 

4, In Leith, 332 deaths per hundred thousand inhabitants are due to 
Zymotics. Hooping-cough, the cause of 92 deaths, and Croup of 44, stand 
foremost. Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Fevers, and Diarrhcea are in less pro- 
portions, while from Measles there is not a single death. 

5. In Dundee, the Zymotic mortality was 316 per hundred thousand. 
Here Hooping-cough is the ruling epidemic, having caused 136 deaths, 
Diarrhcea 78, Scarlatina 22, while there is but a single one from Measles. 

6. In Greenock, the deaths from the same class of diseases were 312 
per hundred thousand inhabitants. Hooping-cough and Fevers carried off 
the largest proportion ; there were but 6 deaths ascribed to Scarlet Fever, 
but 25 to Measles. 

7. In Aberdeen, the Zymotic deaths per. hundred thousand were 290. 
Hooping-cough, Measles, Diarrhcea, and Diphtheria standing most promi- 
nently forward as the causes of death. 

8. In Edinburgh, the deaths from Zymotics were only 2 259 per hundred

thousand inhabitants. Hooping cough and Scarlatina were the most fatal 
epidemics of the year, while Diarrhcea and Fevers caused a by no means 
inconsiderable number of deaths. | : 

During 1879, there were registered throughout Scotland 8 deaths from 
Small-pox; 4 of which occurred in Edinburgh, 2 in Arbroath, and 1 in 
the town of Inverness, the eighth being in the county of Inverness, which 
forms a part of the Insular-Rural district. In one case the death took place 
at the age of two months, before the child was vaccinated. 

To Gout the deaths of :10 males and 2 females were ascribed. All 
the males died between 60 and 80 years of age; one female between 60 and 
65, the other between 75 and 80. Gout being due to a blood poison, which 
complicates so many other diseases, and as it is almost protean in its nature, 
itis more than probable that the deaths alleged to have been caused by this 
do not include the whole, and that many who succumbed to Apoplexy, 
Heart and Kidney disease, really did so in a secondary degree, the primary 
pathological changes in these organs being caused by the gouty poison. 

Dropsy, without explanation as to its seat or probable cause, was the 
registered cause of 455 deaths, of which 479 occurred among males, and 276 
among females. 

Cancer, according to the register of deaths, has proved fatal to 663 males 
and 1167 females. At thesame time, it is more than probable that many cases 
of malignant disease of the Stomach, Liver, Intestines, Kidneys, &e., are not 
recognised during life, or are not returned to the registrars as cases of 
Cancer at all, but are merely included under such headings as “ Diseases of 
the Stomach,” &c. The number of deaths from Cancer was, in the 
counties of Lanark, 362; in Edinburgh, 234; in Forfar, 150; and 
in Aberdeen, 137; much above the numbers representing those who 
succumbed to this horrible malady in other counties. In all probability, this

is due to the fact of there being in the chief towns of these counties large 
hospitals, to which patients flock from all parts of the country seeking relief, 
trom this and other maladies, and as undoubtedly not a few die while inmates 
of these institutions, their deaths necessarily swell the local death-rate from 
Cancer. 

Tubercular Diseases caused 12098 deaths in ali Scotland, whereof 5851 
occurred among males and 6247 among females, constituting a mortality of 
336 for every hundred thousand of estimated population and 16°78 per cent. 
of the deaths from all Specified Causes. It was most marked in the Prin- 
cipal Towns, less so in the other four districts into which the whole country 
is divided, being least of all in the Mainland-Rural. Of all deaths from 
Specified Causes, 18°55 per cent. were, in the Principal Towns, due to diseases 
of a tubercular nature ; in the Large Towns, 18°15 per cent. ; in the Small 
Towns, the rate was 16°84 per cent.; in the Insular-Rural, 14°91 per cent. ; 
and in the Mainland-Rural districts, 13°49 per cent. 

From Table XXX. it appears that the deaths from Tubercular diseases 
per hundred thousand of population in each of the Eight Principal Towns 
were as follows :—554 in Paisley, 510 in Glasgow, 474 in Greenock, 386 
in Dundee, 330 in Edinburgh, 313 in Aberdeen, 308 in Leith, and 292 
in Perth.

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From Consumption alone, the deaths in all Scotland in 1879 numbered 
$336, being made up of 3487 males and 4489 females. Of these, 1392, or 
16°70 per cent., occurred at ages under 15 years; 5624, or 67°46 per cent., 
among those aged from 15 to 45; and 1320, or 15°83 per cent., at more 
advanced ages. The proportion of female exceeds that of male deaths 
from this disease. in the whole’ of Scotland, and in its five groups of 
registration districts, except in the Insular-Rural, where the reverse occurs. 
As for the relative frequency of deaths from Consumption in the Eight 
Principal Towns, we find from Table XXX. that Paisley stands highest, 
with a proportion of 366 deaths for every hundred thousand of estimated 
population; Glascow follows, with 336; Greenock, 330; Dundee, 303; 
Edinburgh, 223; Aberdeen, 218; Perth, 216; and lastly Leith, with 207. 

Hydrocephalus proved fatal to 1994 persons; Tabes Mesenterica, to 
1089; and Scrofula, to’ 679; and in each the female deaths considerably 
exceeded the male. | 

Of Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System, there died 7731 
persons, of whom 4038 were males and 3693 females. Out of every 
hundred thousand inhabitants, Scotland lost by these diseases 215 lives, 
constituting 10°72 per cent. of all deaths occurring during the year from 
Specified Causes. Deaths from this class of disease were in greatest number 
in the densely populated town districts, and were more frequent among 
males than females. : 

Of Diseases of the Heart and Circulatory Organs there died im all 
5057 persons, of whom 2477 were males and 2580 females, being at the 
rate of 140 for every hundred thousand inhabitants of Scotland, and 
constituting 7°01 per cent. of all deaths from Specified Causes. The 
proportion of these did not vary much in the three Town districts

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(Principal, Large, and Small), but it fell, as usual, considerably in the 
Mainland-Rural, and much in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Diseases of the Organs of Respiration caused the deaths of 14331 
persons, of whom 7256 were males and 7075 females. This mortality is 
decidedly higher than in 1878. In all Scotland there perished by Diseases 
of the Respiratory Organs, 379 per hundred thousand of estimated 
population, and these do not include such diseases as Consumption, Croup, 
or Diphtheria. The rates were, 536 in the Principal Towns, and 428 in 
the Large Towns, falling off considerably in the other districts; being 
smallest in the’ Insular-Rural. Of the Hight Principal Towns, Glasgow 
and Dundee suffered most, Edinburgh being in this respect much better 
situated. 

In all Scotland, Bronchitis alone caused 9185 deaths, being 12°74 
per cent. of all deaths referred to Specified Causes. The deaths from 
Pneumonia were 3067; from Pleurisy, 307; from Laryngitis, 197; from 
Asthma, 353; and from Lung Disease of unspecified nature, 1204. 

Diseases of the Organs of Digestion caused 4243 deaths, being at the 
rate of 121 per hundred thousand males, and 115 per hundred thousand 
females of the estimated population. From Gastritis and Enteritis there 
_ were 1052 deaths ; from Peritonitis,470; from Ulceration of the Intestines, 
Ileus, Intussusception, and Stricture of the Bowels, 586; from Diseases of 
the Liver and Bilary System, 1169; from Diseases of the Spleen, 47. To 
Unspecified Diseases of the Alimentary Canal were ascribed 680 deaths ; 
Hernia caused 129, of these 56 being in the male sex and 73 in the female, 
and 9 of them took place during the first year of life, 100 at ages exceeding 
50 years.

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Diseases of the Urinary Organs accounted for 1540 deaths, being at 
the rate of 43 per hundred thousand of estimated population. Such deaths 
were as usual much more frequent among males than females. Nephritis 
caused 199 deaths, Ischuria 60, Calculus “40, Cystitis 167, Bright’s Disease 
457, Kidney Disease of Unspecified Nature 479, Diabetes 138. 

Ovarian disease proved fatal to 70 females. Diseases of the Organs of 
Generation to 164, Paramenia to 21; Metria to 184; Childbirth, in 397 
cases ; there being consequently 581 from Puerperal Causes. 

The number of children born alive in Scotland during the year 1879 
has already been stated to be 125730. Correcting for twin and _ triplet 
births, we estimate the number of mothers who gave birth to live children 
as 124238; of these 0-467 per cent., or about one in every 214, died of 
some cause directly connected with the act of childbearing. 

In 1514 cases infants were brought into this world prematurely ; 
574 died from Teething, and 305 from Cyanosis, Spina Bifida, &e. 

To Old Age 5081 individuals are supposed to have succumbed, viz., 
1869 males and 3212 females, and of these deaths 4481, or 88:1 per cent., 
occurred among those aged 70 years or upwards, and the greater proportion 
were to be found in the Insular-Rural districts, 

In the case of 5 seve death took place at the age of 100 or upwards, 
3 being over this number, 2 at 102 years, in the persons of a Free Church 
minister and a hawker; and 1 at 111 years, a pauper,, who had formerly 
been a fisherman.

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over the 100 years, and of these 1, the widow of a stocking weaver, was 
106; and 1, a pauper, formerly a domestic servant, was aged 109 years. 
The remainder were variously described as widows of farmers, ploughmen, 
crofters, labourers ; one was the widow of a pensioner; one is put down as a 
single female; in four cases this point was not stated, and in one no con- 
ditions were specified. 

There were 2400 violent deaths, being at the rate of 102 for every 
hundred thousand of male population, and 33 fora lke number of females. 
Of the deaths attributed to Accident or Negligence, Fractures and Contusions 
caused 856, Drowning 533, Burns and Scalds 295, Suffocation 279; and 
272 Accidental deaths resulted from Cuts, Gunshot Wounds, Poison, &e. 

There were 14 deaths from Murder or Homicide. 

123 males and 55 females committed Suicide in Scotland during 1879. 
By Hanging, 43 males and 14 females made away with themselves ; by 
Drowning, 30 males and 19 females; by Cut-throat or Stabs, 21 males and 
10 females; by Gunshot, 10 males; by Poison, 13 males and 8 females. 
The poisons made use of for suicidal purposes were Laudanum in 9 cases, 
Strychnine in 1, and Carbolic Acid in 1. In 9 cases the form of poison 
taken was not mentioned. 3 males and 2 females effected their purpose 
by throwing themselves before railway trains. Death from Accidental 
Poisoning occurred in Scotland during the year 1879 in 29 cases, 19 of these 
being in the male sex and 10 in the female. 

The poisons mentioned under this head are Landanum and Opium, 
Alcohol, Corrosive Sublimate, Strychnia, Tobacco, Morphia, Hydrochloric 
Acid, and Phosphorus. 

106 deaths were registered as sudden, and 1156 from causes not 
specified or ill-defined.

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WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


In commencing the year 1879, we have to bear in mind that the last 
month of 1878 was one of great severity, showing a mean temperature of no 
less than 8 degrees below the average of previous Decembers. On looking 

at Tables XL. and XLI. we have again before us an example of the relation 
which a hard winter and inclement seasons generally bear to the mortality 
among the inhabitants of a land so afflicted. The causes of death which in 
this country are most apt to be intensified by any considerable lowering of 
temperature, want of sunshine, and excess of moisture, are diseases of the 
Respiratory Organs, Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Pleurisy, with Consump- 
tion also, which often results from one or other of these. In the same 
manner those of the Zymotic class, especially Hooping-cough, Croup, 
Measles, and Diphtheria, increase in numbers and severity ; moreover, the 
mortality among infants, as from Premature Birth and Infantile Debility, 
go to swell the death-rate in no inconsiderable proportion. 

January was chiefly remarkable for an unprecedentediy low mean 
temperature—lower, in fact, than that of any month on record since 1856. 
This cold, coming as it did in continuation of the almost equally extreme 
cold of December 1878, produced an unexampled period of frost of eight 
weeks’ duration. The air was dry, and the rainfall only one-third of the 
average; smaller than in any previous January. The daily deaths were 250. 

Februaru was characterised by the low mean temperature, 4° less than 
the average of former years for the same month, yet happily 3°-7 higher 
than the January of the present year. The amount of rain was small, and 
the strength of wind slight, but its chrection unusually from the east. The 
daily deaths were 260. 

March was cold, wet, and windy, but although the mean temperature 
was 2°°5 below the average, it is to be noted that this depression was less 
than had been recorded in either of the two immediately preceding months. 
The direction of the wind was equally divided between east and west, with 
a slight inclination to the south. The daily deaths were 223. 

April was characterised by unprecedentedly low mean temperature, no

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less than 4° below the average of previous years ; and this was accompanied 
with a generally low barometric pressure, and by wind not very violent, 
but almost invariably from the east. The rainfall, rather abundant in the 
east, was very scanty in the west, and was of about average amount in the 
country at large. There were 220 deaths daily during the month. 

May had alow mean temperature (not, however, quite so low as that 
of May 1877), accompanied with little wind, more northerly i in direction 
than is usual. There was a fair if not an abundant rainfall, The daily. 
deaths had sunk to 211. 

June was remarkable for low barometric pressure, low mean temperature, ,. 
large humidity, large rainfall (almost double the average), and wind pre- 
ponderating for direction in an unusual degree to the east and south-east. 
The daily registered deaths were 188. 

July was remarkable for a small barometric pressure, a very low mean 
temperature, and large amount of rain. The greatest rainfall was at Edin- 
burgh, where it amounted to the very unusual quantity of 7°56 inches. The 
daily deaths were 175. 

In August, after the long depression of temperature which had existed 
for seven months, the weather had nearly recovered its normal conditions. 
The humidity, rainfall, and streneth of wind were, however, all shehtly 
greater than usual. The prevailing winds were easterly. The average 
temperature about 1° below the average of former years. The daily deaths 
were only 156, being the minimum for the year. .

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September had a slightly lower temperature than usual. The other 
meteorological circumstances were either normal, or rather more favourable 
than normal. The direction of the prevailing winds was from the west, 
rather less rain, and more calm weather than usual. The daily deaths were 
161. 

October had a rather low mean temperature (1°°3 below the average), 

but the barometer in general stood high; there was little rain, and little 
wind, the prevailing currents being from W.N.W. The daily deaths were 
163. 
; In November, for the first time for twelve consecutive months, the 
mean temperature of all the eight towns together was observed to he slightly 
above the mean of former years. ‘The rainfall, scanty on the whole, had its 
maximum in the eastern towns, Aberdeen and Edinburgh. The average 
direction of the wind was from W.N.W. The daily deaths were 165. 

December was on the whole cold, dry, with little wind, anda high 
barometric pressure; the early part of the month. indeed was exceedingly 
cold, and at Edinburgh the minimum thermometer one day marked 7°'5, 
being 24°5 below freezing ; but towards the end of the month the weather 
became remarkably windy. The prevailing wind was W.S.W. The daily 
deaths were 241. 

From Table XL. we find that the mean temperature of each month in 
1879 throughout Scotland was below that of the mean of the corresponding 
months of the ten years 1855-64, Except in the case of November, when 
that of this year had an advantage of 0°3; the total mean for the year 
being 43°9, as against 46°°7, the mean of the above decennial period. 

January was the coldest month of the year, and its mean temperature 
was 6°:2 below that of the decennial mean for the same month. February 
was also very cold, and the difference between its mean temperature and that

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of the corresponding month during the above average of ten years was 3°°4. 
August was the warmest month, but its mean was below that of the 
average of the Augusts between 1855-64 by 1°°3. 

In Table XLI. we find the connection between the daily deaths in each 
month in the Eight Principal Towns, and the temperature, and other 
meteorological phenomena during the successive months of the year. 
Bearing in mind that December of 1878 was a most inclement month, its 
mean temperature being only 30°°7, which was 8° below the average tem- 
perature of this month, we find a large death-rate in January, and for 
similar reasons in February’ and March, the weather of the three first 
months of the year being very severe. The rate then eradually declined 
until August, when they were at a minimum; then slowly increased in 
number till December, when a sudden advent of cold weather apparently 
caused the mortality to become as considerable as it had been in February. 

The deaths from Small-pox were only four in number, a single case 
occurring in each of the four months, January, May, June, and December. 

Measles proved most fatal in May, but deaths from this cause were 
likewise rather frequent in April and in June. During the latter half of 

the year the virulence of Measles seems to have rapidly abated, and in 
November the deaths from this cause were at a minimum. 

Deaths from Scarlatina were most frequent in October and November ; 
scarcely less soin December. In April and in May they were ata minimum, 
and upon the whole it may be said that the disease was at no time very destruc- 
tive during 1879. 

Deaths from Diphtheria and Croup were most frequent in the coldest 
months, January and December. Hooping-cough was the ruling Epidemic at 
the commencement of the year ; its victims were most numerous in February 
and in March, After April its frequency became rapidly diminished, but

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during the last three months of the year deaths from this disease again 
manifested a tendency to increase in number. 

The deaths from Fevers were in unusually moderate proportion, their 
frequency being most considerable in December and January ; least con- 
siderable in April and in August. 

Diarrhcea is in this country one of the few Epidemic Disorders that is apt 
to be much favoured-by the prevalence of hot weather. Of course, during 
1879, no such fostering influence was to be met with in the climate of 
Scotland, and the deaths from Diarrhoea were consequently few. They 
were most frequent in September ; least common in March and in December. 

It may be well to note here that there were 2 deaths from Hydrophobia 
registered in the Principal Towns during 1879. Both were well ascertained 
to have been real cases of this fortunately rare disease. One occurred in 
Edinburgh in January; the other in Glasgow in November, The former 
case was a male, the other a female. 

Deaths from Consumption were most frequent in May, March, and 
April, least frequent in November. 

Diseases of the Organs of Respiration are, more than any others, apt to 
be influenced by extremes or vicissitudes of temperature. During bey Aa 
this was well illustrated in the Eight Principal Towns. The deaths due to 
these chest complaints were unusually numerous in January—a cold month 
following an equally inclement December. They abated in frequency as 
the season advanced, attaining their minimum in August, the warmest 
month of the year. In November they again manifested a tendency to 
increase in frequency, and in December they were about as numerous as 
they had been in January. The mean temperature of the whole year, 43°°9, 
was about three degrees below the average of former years; and, except in 
November, the mean temperature of every month was below the average 
temperature of the corresponding month of the standard decennium. Hence 
it was only naturally to be expected that the deaths from diseases of the 
Respiratory System should be more numerous than usual. 

By means of the statements given in Tables XLIV. and XLV., the reader

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has it in his power to ascertain the relative monthly mortality experienced — 
in the Eight Principal Towns, among the inhabitants divided according to 
age into four classes. Table XLV., in which the months are equalised to a 
uniform length of 31 days, is probably that which conveys this information 
in the most convenient form. 

Children under 5 years of age died in largest proportion in Beccaner 
which it must be noted was characterised by extreme cold suddenly succeed- 
ing the only really genial month of the whole year. The month of February 
was but little less fatal to infants and children of tender years. In August 
the deaths were decidedly at a minimum. Of course, the absence of hot 
weather prevented the usual mortality of infants from Diarrhea. 

Adolescents, among whom are here included all persons between the 
ages of 5 and 20 years, suffered in highest proportion in April and in May, 
months in which the incidence of Consumption was chiefly manifested 
among adolescents. The least mortality prevailed in August, the warmest 
month, and in November, the only genial month of the year. 

Adults, aged from 20 to 60 years, a class which of course includes the 
vast majority of those who follow active occupations, or who labour for their 
daily bread, died in highest proportion in January, in February, and in 
December—in short, in the most inclement months of the year, when 
diseases of the chest are apt to be most rife. The mortality of adults was 
least considerable in August and in November. 

Aged persons, or such as had attained the age of 60 years, died in 
highest proportion in January, February, and December. This is no doubt 
due to the comparative frequency of such diseases of the brain as Apoplexy 
and Paralysis during cold weather, and to the lability to Chest complaints 
in such weather, which is alike felt by adults and by aged persons. For 
those of mature years the month of August appears to have been the most 
salubrious. Among the whole inhabitants of the Eight Principal Towns 
of Scotland, the deaths during each month ranked as follows in order of 
frequency :—January, December, February, April, March, May, June, July, 
November, September, October, and August.
